A while back I ripped the RF box in my SX-28 to pieces and replaced all of 
the wax caps and suspicious resistors. A huge undertaking that is 
documented on Jim Hawkins' web page. It sat for a while as I did other 
projects, and I finally got back to it a week or so back. Got the IF and 
xtal filter dialled in nicely, though the instructions in the manual are 
not easily followed. I improvised by determining the dead bang resonance 
of the xtal (455.228 kc) and then centered the IF on that. 


I then started to do the RF alignment. Lower bands came in OK, though 
sensitivity seems to drop fairly dramatically below 800 kHz, and there is 
nothing to tweak down there. However (and this is where the story really 
begins) when I got to the third band it seemed that the oscillator was all 
over the map. Even worse for the higher bands. I turned on the BFO. On 
the lowest band, sounded dead stable. As I switched to higher frequencies, 
got squirrelier and squirrelier. Increasingly deep warbles, and an 
occasional "pop" where the frequency would jump 10-20 kc. Since (using 
Occam's razor) one assumes the BFO stability does not change with swapping 
bands, and since the generator (URM25F) seems dead stable on other 
receivers, I get the dreaded feeling that there is something amiss with the 
oscillator. 


There are no wax caps in the circuit. There are three micas (50, 500 and 
5000 pF) and about five resistors. The B+ appears stable on the ‘scope at 
high gain. Swapped the toob (6SA7) twice, no joy. Cleaned the switch with 
DeOxit. 


I'm guessing a component failure, either a flakey resistor or funny mica. 

I don't think it's a tank component, since the instability is found on all 
three upper bands. It may even be there on the lower bands, but they would 
be less sensitive to it. I'd sure like to hear any other possibilities, 
since ripping out that chunk of circuit is about an 8 hour job. I know, I 
shoulda done it when I had the box open, but hey, there weren't any waxies 
in the circuit....
